very doubtful whether the metabollic 
processes involved generate enough 
heat to influence the ordinary thermom- 
eter. A curious difference, however, 
was discovered in the wood of the oak 
and pine in winter, the author having 
found that the temperature of the pine 
was lower than that of the oak at all 
times except during the latter part of the 
night and early morning. This is at- 
tributed to the thick coating of the 
‘leaves on the pine preventing absorp- 
tion of heat by the trunk, since the 
larch, which has similar wood, resem- 
bles the oak rather than the pine in the 
matter of temperature. ‘The further 
conclusion is reached that the direct 
absorption of heat is the main cause of 
the high temperature of trees, and that 
it is largely dependent upon the charac- 
ter of the bark, smooth-barked trees be- 
ing warmer as arule than thick-barked 
ones. 

LONGEVITY OF ELEPHANTS.—The journ- 
als of Ceylon have recently mentioned 
the death of an elephant that was well 
known on the island and had been seen 
by several generations of Englishmen. 
He was called Sello and had belonged 
to the lastof the Kings Kandy. He 
was one of the hundred elephants that 
were taken by the English Government 
in 1815, when the Kandyan Dynasty was 
overthrown. Atthis epoch the elephant 
was said to be fifteen years old. If this 
is correct, he died a natural death at the 
age of eighty-nine years. 

RELATION OF PLANTS TO SoIL.—Mr. G. 
Ville, im a paper read before the Acad- 
emy of Sciences of Paris, shows that 
the composition of the soil influences 
plants in five principal characters, viz.: 
The stature, the color,. the amount of 
carotine and chlorophyll and the quan- 
tity of vegetation. A table is given 
showing the difference in stature and 
color of plants of the common hemp ac- 
cording to the manure used, from which 
itis evident that this plant flourishes 
least in soil without manure, next in 
manure without potash and in manure 
without nitrogen.

It would appear, therefore, 
that rich manure is essential, at least, 
to the development of foliage. 

STRUCTURE: OF PULPY FRvuITS.—To the 
‘Annals of Botany Mr. J. B. Farmer 
contributes an article in which, after 
pointing out the very different sources 
ofthe pulpin different fruits, he gives 
aetailed descriptions of its mode of for- 
mation in the elder, dulcamara, black- 

‘berry and ivy. The term berry is 
usually applied to fruits in which 
the pulp or sucoulent tissue is 
derived from the pericarp, but in Daphne 
mezereon it is formed not only from the 
pericarp, but from the outer integument 
of the seed also. In Citrus it is due to 
hairs which spring into the ovarian 
cavities and become distended with 
fluid. In Vitis and Solanum Dulcamara 
the pulp is formed partly from the pla- 
centa and partly from the pericarp. In 
the latter, after fertilization of the 
ovary, the cells of the placenta grow 
out between the seeds, so as to give 
them the appearance of being sunk in 
it, and this growth is continued until 
met by a similar growth from the peri- 
carp, so that the cavity of the ovary is 
then. filled up with pulpy tissue. The 
, outermost layer of cells of the ovules 
also undergo a change, their inner and . 
side walls becoming lignified and the 
outer wall becoming mucilaginous and 
forming part of the mucilage of the 
pulp, just as it does in linseed. The red 
color of dulcamara berries is due to the 
appearance of a large number of chromo- 
plastids derived from the chlorophyl 
granules. At the same time that this

The carcass of a huge grizzly bear 
was broughtinto town a few days ago 
by Henry Robertson, who had killed the 
animal the day previous in one of the 
gorges of the Pinaleno mountains, lying 
to the northeast of this place. The 
body weighed over twelve hundred 
pounds, measuring five feet five inches 
in height, while its claws are fully 
four inches long and curved almost into 
fish-hooks. Robertson himself was in 
need of medical attention, for his legs 
and shoulder were ‘badly torn and~_his 
countenance decorated with numberless 


_scratches, indicating that the grizzly 


had considered her life worth fighting 
for. The hunter was accompanied by 
his two dogs, which, while only curs of 
mongrel breed, had, their proud owner 
declared, undoubtedly saved his life in 
the fight with the big bear, conducting 
themselves with a courage and intelli- 
gence that would have put to the blush 
many of their pedigreed and high-bred 
brethren. The dogs, Nip and Tuck, 


each exhibited severe wounds. on the. 


head and body, and listened with evi- 
dent comprehension” of the story to 
their master as he related it to the

Well, I was sitting down to rest on 
the top of a little ridge after jogging 
along- an hour or so when I heard the 
dogs that had gone on ahead and gotten 
out of sight barking as if they had gone 
mad. I knew they had found something 
worth having, so 1 went running down 
into the little dip below the ridge, and 
there I found them tearing round and 
round .an opening in a heap of rocks 
sort of piled up till they made a good- 
sized cave, and acting like they had 
‘taken leave of their senses.

By the luck- 
iest chance in the world I had on one 
of these oilskin jackets such as sailors 
wear anda pair of buckskin overalls, 
reaching to my knees, where my thick 
‘boots met. them, and it was only my 
dress that saved me from being torn to 
pieces, for the bear’s claws, as often as 
she tried to rip it, would slip over the 
smooth surface of the oilskin jacket and 
spend its force on my overalls and boots, 
which protected my legs toa great ex- 
tent, though the flesh was badly torn 
even through them.

chance at them. | e

and rushed back to help the dogs. I 
fired when I thought I could hit the 
bear witmput thhurting the- dogs, but as 
chance would have it the pistol snapped. 
Just at that moment the bear made a 
sudden rush at Tuck, and the two, 
struggling and yelping and growling, 
rolled over a seage of rock and disap- 
peared. 

Though I was still dizzy and sore from 
my fall, with the blood running down 
my legs and face, I could not ieave my 
faithful friends to fight it out alone, so 
I dropped the blamed pistol, and, draw- 
ing my tomahawk, I jumped over the 
ledge right in the thick of the shindy. 
The grizzly now dropped the dog and 
turned to me again, but I jumped to one 
side and caught her by the nape of the 
neck, striking at ther forehead. She 
turned to bite my arm as I brought my 
arm down and the weapon glanced, 
nearly cutting off one of her ears, which 
made her turn her head to that side, 
so giving me a chance to strike her 
again. J took good aim that time and 
succeeded in burying the tomahawk in 
her brain, so that she fell at my feet 
without a struggle or a groan.—St.

MODERN MALADIES, 


Diseases Following in the Train of 
Progressing Civilization. 


All About Rallroad Hidney, Telephone 
Tinnitus, Electrical Sun-Stroke, Tele- 
scopic Eye and Numerous Other 
New-Fangled Ailments. 


As every pleasure in life brings its 
corresponding pain or bitterness, so it 
may be said that every civilized aid to 
existence devised for human kind de- 


ills to torment alike suffering flesh and 
the Zsculapian brain. The invention 
of steam locomotion, telegraph and tele- 
phone instruments, electric lighting and 
various time and labor-saving machines, 
while adding so much to public comfort 
and convenience, have also brought into 
existence curious diseases, which, ac- 
cording to the Times and Register, form 
interesting contributions to medical 
science, although less interesting and 
more expensive to the suffering victim. 
Railroad spine, or railroad shock, an 
affection unknown before tgavel by rail 
became so common, has been a 
familiar malady for some _ time; 
but _one more recent is_ rail- 
road kidney, a disease not unlike 
Bright’s disease, but. of. nervous origin, 
due to concussions received on rail- 
roads. There is a disturbance of the 
general system, especially of the func- 
tions of the kidneys, the symptoms dis- 
appearing when the sufferer leaves his 
regular work. The overuse of the 
telephone produces a curious disease, in 
some respects a form of asemasia, 4 
volitional overstraining of certain 
pewers by which we perceive spoken 
words when we can not see the speaker 
or perceive his gestures or the move- 
ment of his lips, thus creating confusion 
of ideas, general nervousness and lack 
of self-control. Certain of the senses 
are developed at the expense of others, 
the natural equilibrium being unbal- 
anced. Telephone tinnitus, aural over- 
pressure, is caused by the constant 
strain of the auditory apparatus in per- 
sons who use the telephone continually, 
the ear becoming intolerant of the 
tinkle ‘of the bell. The symptoms 
are buzzing noises in the ear, dizziness, 
neuralgic pains, and, in some instances, 
a sub-inflammatory condition of the 
membrana tympani. . The telegraphers’ 
cramp and the professional akinesia are 
of the same order of affections as the 
writers’ cramp or the violinists’ cramp. 
Electrical sunstroke is an affection 
that attacks those who are exposed 
to the intense rays of the electric 
arc used in fusing or welding 
metals, protection against this being 
afforded by wearing a mask of 
gray taffeta and gray eye-glasses. Op- 
thalmia photoelectrica is an inflamma- 
tion of the eye in persons employed 
about electric lights, and is caused by 
looking at these brilliant lights at a 
short distance away. A succession of 
bright spots rapidly follow one another 
over the visual field, and at night there 


pain and a profuse flow of tears; the 
eyelids are swollen and movements of 
the eye painful. This lasts a few hours 
and is succeeded by a feeling of pain 
ful weariness. The ordinary telescopic 
vision is a disease by which the visual 
field is limited concentrically, and the 
sufferer can finally see. nothing except 
that which is directly in front of his 
eye; this condition being due to lack of 
nutrition of the retina or to some dis- 
ease of the periphery. An affection of 
vision similar to the telescopic eye may 
also be produced by the action of qui- 
nine. The telescopic eye peculiar to 
light-house keepers is a thickening and 
enlarging of the bony walls of the 
orbit, caused by the persistent and re- 
peated pressure at the end of the tel- 
escope upon the surroundings of 
the eye, inducing a chronic form 
of periostitis or ostitis: the eye 
gradually protruding, but nut becoming 
myopic or astigmatic.: The divers’ 
bends is a new form of caisson disease, 
which attacks the victim on his return 
tothe open air with nervous prostra- 
tion. The cavities connected with the 
nasal passages are obstructed in some 
cases completely while the men are at 
work, andin some cases extreme deaf- 
ness has been induced. The sufferers 
often reel and stagger like drunkards, 
and sometimes are affected with partial 
paralysis. Electricity has been used 
with success for the treatment of this 
disease. Civilized indulgences and van- 
ities have also contributed their share 
of the diseases that afflict the modern 
world. Tight shoes, by compressing the 
nerves of the foot, have created ‘‘Mor- 
ton’s toe.” Then the tennis elbow and 
base-ball shoulder tell their own story;
